GENTLEMEN: I have the honor herewith to submit a report of 
the transactions of this office for the fiscal year 1876. i 

Document ‘‘ A." shows the amount of receipts from all sources 
for the fiscal year ending December 31st, 1876, to have been 
, $981,373 25. J 

Document ‘‘ B " shows the disbursements by warrants for the 
same period to have amounted to $518,709' 03, against $1,430,- . 
192 82 last year. : 

In the above amount of disbursements is includeded $7,564 on 
account of certificates ot indebtedness retired and cancelled by 
the former Treasurer, Mr. Holland, which, deducted from the 
total disbursements, leaves the actual amount of disbursements 
by warrants through this office, $511,145 03, and shows the 
excess of receipts over disbursements to be $470,228 22. The 
amount disbursed by the present Treasurer during the year, on 
account of bonds and interest and certificates of indebtedness can- 
celled, was carried on the books of this office by promiscuous 
voucher and not by warrant, and hence does not appear in the 
disbursements by warrant through this office. The amount dis- 
bursed on this account will be found fully set forth in Document 
“ P” of this report. 

Document “*C” shows amounts paid into the State Treasury 
on account of State tax of 1876, also amounts paid on account of 
State tax of 1874 and 1875, and amounts paid on account of 
Privilege tax and insolvencies. |

unpaid salaries, amounting to $2,575, which leaves a deficiency 
in this Department of $2,336 03, to be provided for in the | 
annual appropriations of this year.

RECEIPTS AND DISBURSEMENTS. 


A reference to the tables of Documents ** A" and *B” will . 
show, that while the receipts for the past year are much less than 
for the year previous, the disbursements have been correspond- 
ly much less. Taxes have been materially.reduced, and receipts 
of a consevuence have fallen below the year previous ; but notwith- 
standing this, there is quite a large excess in receipts over dis- 
bursements. The receipts from oll sources up to Jenuary Ist were 
$981,373 25, and the disbursements te same time were $518,- 
709 08, leaving an excess of receipts to amount of $462,664 22. 

Out of this amount the Treasurer has retired certificates of in- 
debtedness, to amount of $122,504, and paid bonds and interest 
to amount of $179,224. Deducting these amounts, the excess of 
receipts is still $160,944 22. To ‘this amount will be added 
about $300,000 of the State tax of 1876 yet to be collected and 
paid into the Treasury. 

This statement shows the financial condition of the State to 
be very flattering to the wisdom displayed by your Honorable 
Body at the last session, and that the efforts to enconomize and 
retrench the expenditures of the State government, which were 
then made, have been to a great degree crowned with success, 
withont detriment to the general public service. 


, COMMON SCHOOL FUND. 


Document “D” shows the amounts and condition of this 
fund. Under the laws of last session, requiring all moneys 
received on account of redemption and purchase of lands for- 
feited for taxes, the net proceeds of all fines and forfeitures, 
and the amount of licences to retail vinous and spirituous, 
liquors, to be paid in currency, and the proceeds to be set 
apart as a school fund for pro rata distribution, there has been 
collected and paid into the treasury, $104,009 66. To this 
amount has been added the proceeds of the United States 
bonds and interest, which was in the treasury to credit of the. 
common school fund, amounting to the sum of $60,920 21, . 
making a total of $164,935 87. This amount, it will be 
remembered, embraces only the proceeds from above sources, 
collected since the lst day of April, 1876, the date of the 
Act passed requiring all suclf collections and payments to 
be in currency. For this reason the entire proceeds of 
the year from these sources did not go into the common 
school fund distributive, and did not therefore equal the 
amount of the two mill tax, which is $185,933 22. This defi- 
ciency is to be made up from the general fund, and the dis- 
tribution pro rata to the several counties will be made at once, 
The number of educable children in the State, as per latest 
reports furnished by the State Superintendent of Education, 
is 357,563. Upon this basis the amount to be distributed will 
give the sum'of 52 cents to each educable child reported... 
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REDEMPTION AND PURCHASE OF LANDS. : 


' Under this head, Document “D” will show the amount 
realized by the State during the year to be $33,616 57. Inaddi- 
tion to this, the sum of $48,424 24 county tax, and $8,241 75 - 
teachers’ fund tax, has been collected and paid into the several 
county treasuries. When it is remembered, that in the levee 
districts all State and county taxes for the years 1874 and 
1875, on redemption or purchase, were paid in levee scrip, the 
beneficial results of the legislation on this subject, at your last 
session, will be apparent to all. I regret that I am unable to 
incorporate in this report, a detailed statement of transactions 
in the levee districts. The large amount of business, tlie com- 
plicated accounts that have to be kept with the different funds 
of the several boards and districts, and the meeting of your 
Honorable Body so early after the close of the fiscal year, have ' 
made it impossible to repare a detailed statement in time for 
this report, I will, however, in a very few days, as soon as the 
accounts of this office and that of the Treasurer can be com- 
pared; submit a reportiof all transactions with the Liquidating 
Levee Board, the 73 c, levee tax, and the levee construction 
tax, and with levee district No, if as far as it is possible to do 
so. The books and papers of this latter district,. which were 
required by law to be turned over to this office, were only 
received about the Ist of December last. They are in a very 
confused condition, and it has been impossible to make up 
in this limited time any intelligible or correct report in refer- 
ence to its affairs. I shall, as soon as possible, give them an 
examination, and endeavor to bring as much order ‘out of 
chaos as can be done from the data at my command. 


REVENUE LAWS. 


The laws passed by your Honorable Body at its last session, 
on the subject of revenue, are, in my judgment, a great im- 
provement on previous legisiation on the same subject, and 
should, with some modifications and corrections of errors, 
made doubtless in the hurry of their passage, be allowed to 
stand. The question of the time fixed for the collection of 
taxes, is one which will no doubt engage your early attention, 
and on this subject, you, as the immediate representatives of 
those who have the taxes tospay, are much better informed 
than I am.” The manner of assessing is another subject that 
should be carefully considered. Jam not prepared to say that 
: the present method is the best one that could have been 
devised, but I do know that the assessments returned to this 
office, are in many cases very imperfect. I have been com- 
pelled to return many rolls for correction, some of thein more 
than once, and they are still imperfect. My experience leads 
me irresistably to the conclusion, that it is not so much the 
fault of the law as of the assessors themselves. The average 
assessor will make about the average imperfect assessment, no : 
matter what may be the law. 
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The -office of Assessor in its relation to revenue, is 
the most important one in the State, and yet the rule is, 
that those best qualified to perform iis duties; are not 
selected. To this rule, there are some exceptions. Tm- 
perfect assessments burden the rolls, embarrass the col- 
lectors, aunoy the tax-payer. and costs the State thousands 
of dollars, annually, for the costs of selling property, to which, 
when sold, she gets no title. 'The delinquent lists recorded in 
this office and the Chancery Clerk's office, in each county, are 
full of illustrations that would justify all I could say on this 
subject. The taxes on lands, imperfectly assessed, aré not 
paid; they are advertised and sold to the State; no one will 
ever redeem or purchase them, as no good title can be conveyed; 
and thus thousands of acres are borne upon the list of non- 
paying property, and thousands of dollars annually lost to the 
State, inrevenue; making the burdens of taxation fall the 
more heavily on those who are so unfortunate às to have their 
property so correctly assessed as to bé unable to escape pay- 


ment. The great injustice of allowing this to continue, is ap- . ` 


parent ata glance. I despair of a complete remedy until some 
means are devised by which competent men can and will be 
selected to make the assessments of property. 'The compen- 
sation of Assessors, as now provided, is not, in my judgment, 
sufficient to secure the services of such men, and should be 
made commensurate with the importance of the subject. One 
great difficulty is, the frequent and extreme changes made in 
the revenue laws, defining the duties of the several officers 
charged with their execution. Officials have scarcely time to 
become familiar with one system, before another and different 
one is inaugurated. The revenue laws should be made as sim- 
ple and complete as possible, and changed only when it is fully 
ascertained that they are imperfect or improper. 

The land roll of Tallahatchie county shows 178,900 acres 
valued at $303, 682 83-100, in name of ‘Levee Board of Dis- 
trict No. 1," held in trust "by the State, on account of said 
Levee District. This land owes the taxes to the State, for the 
fiscal years 1874, 1875, and 187€, and is not included in the 
table of valuations, nor held in aecount with the Tax Collec- 
tors. This has occurred under the operation of an injunction 
which is still pending; atleast, I have received no notice of its 
having been dissolved. These lands should be sold, as re- 
quired by the terms of the Abatement Act of 1874, so as to 
divest the lien of the Levee Board, and perfect the title to the 
State. 

There are also a large amount of lands unsold in Sunflower 
county. This arose from:the fact that the then Sheriff and 
Tax Collector, who wasin very bad health, and has since died, 
failed to sell at the appointed time, on the 10th of May, 1875. 

I recommend similar action, in this case, as in Tallahatchie 
county. 

Under the Act to change the boundary lines of Tate county, 
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“approved March 6, 1876,” (see Act 1876, page 270, sections 2 


‘and 4), the Clerk of the Chancery Court of Tunica county has 


t 


not furnished a transcript from the land roll of that county, of 
the territory detached therefrom and added to Tate county, as- 
required by the provisions of the above recited Act; and the 
land rolls of said .counties, as they appear in the table of the 
valuation of realty, have not been credited and charged with 
these changes, but appear as they were returned to this office, 
on the assessment rolls of 1875. The difficulty has arisen on 
account of the partition of sectigns- made in the changes of 
boundary lines provided for in said Act. It has been impos- 
sible, without actual survey, to determine the proportion of 
lands in such sections, belonging to these counties respectively ; 
and some change is necessary to prevent confusion in assess- 
ments and collection of taxes in this territory. 


FEES DUE CERTAIN OFFICERS. 


Under the Act approved January 22, 1876, “ For relief of 
tax payers," chapter 1, laws 1876, 4th section, and the revenue 
law of April 15, sections 45 and 47, pages 152 and 153, Acts 
1876, the Auditor was prohibited from allowing fees to the 
Collectors ánd Clerks, on lands sold to the State. These fees. 
were, of course, not allowed, although lands in many counties 
were sold on January Ist, before the passage of these Acts, 
and it was believed that the fees due for sales in January were 
not affected by the subsequeat Acts. 

Upon the refusal to allow them, many collectors held their 
fees, while others paid up in full the amounts charged against 
their counties. A mandamus was issued against the Auditor, 
to compel the allowance of fees where the labor had been per- 
formed in the January sales ; and upon the hearing of the case, 
before the Hon. S. S. Calhoon, of this Circuit Court District, 


judgment was rendered in favor of the Collectors. The At- - 


torney General acquiesced in this opinion, and the fees were 
allowed. i 


Consequently, there are amounts due collectors of seventeen ' 


counties, varying in amount from $11 15 to $274 11, which will 
be seen by reference to settlements with counties in this report. 
Under the 6th section of the Act of 1876, chapter 1, page 5, 
the Auditor is prohibited from settling with any colleetors for 
“State tax overpaid”. And there are due the: collectors of 
eleven (11) counties amounts varying from $22 65 to $706 83. 
These amounts arose by their not retaining all of their com- 
missions on reports, and, in some cases, by error in remitting 
funds through banks, and payments in excess. For instance, 
Harrison county, to which the largest amount is due ($706 83), 
paid in currency into the treasury that amount over the total 
amount charged against the county; this payment being made 
in monthly reports, and not known until a final statement of 
the account. * f 


These amounts should be, in my judgment, refunded; and I 
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recommend some legislation on the subjeet that will cure such 
cases, and enable this office to balance such accounts on the 
books of the office. - 


PRIVILEGE TAX AND LICENSES. 


Under the present system, the collection of privilege tax and 
license to retail are almost perfectly secured. Under the old 
system (Code 1871), in 1874, privilege tax receipts amounted 
to only $48,767 78. In 1875, under the law requiring a uniform 
license tax receipt to be used, the amount of the receipts 
increased to $112,986 47, or a gain of $64,218 74. And this 
revenue has still further increased in 1876, showing a gain of 
$19,602 68 over 1878. 

I think the collection and payment of fines snd forfeitures 
needs legislation. Some means should be adopted to compel 
officers to make reports, and pay over the fines collected by 
them. Clerks and District Attorneys, under the laws of last 
session, report usually very promptly, and sheriffs pay over the 
amounts paid to them. Justices of the Peace are very irregu- 
lar and uncertain in their reports, and County Treasurers, in 
many instances, fail entirely to. report amounts turned over to 
them. Insolvencies are, as a general thing, lost utterly to the 
State. Few persons are ever called upon to pay taxes after 
the collectors are relieved of the charge against them, by an 
order of the Board of Supervisors allowing insolvent lists. 

There are two very evident reasons why so few collections 
are made of insolvencies; one is, that it is very poor pay, as it 
would bring the sheriff in debt to hire a man to ride over the 
country to try and collect it; and the other, that it is not cal- 
culated to add to the collector's majority at the next election, 
to worry people about taxes, when he is no longer held abso- 
lutely accountable for their collection. Boards of Supervisors 
are greatly at fault in this matter, and should be prohibited by 
law from allowing any taxes as a credit to the collector, where 
the person owing the amount is known to them to have per- 
sonal property out of which the taxes could be made. Insol- 
vent collections have increased some, and the per centage of 
allowances made is very considerably reduced. 

In 1874, the loss to the State on personalty was about 32 
per cent. In 1876,the amount will not reach 24 per cent. 
The collection of the poll tax is a subject that deserves your 
serious attention. The public schools are losing annually 
between $75,000 and $90,000. The license to retail, fines and 
land redemptions accruing to the school fund, and distributed 
to counties, amount to $104,008 66, while the schools lose this 
year about $83,090, on account of the failure to collect the poll 
tax. 
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This great evil should be corrected, and every man liable to : 


pay a poll tax should be compelled to hake at least that contri- 
bution to the support of the public schools, 
Some confusion almost invariably arises in the payments 
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and settlements of collectors every year succeeding an election 
of these officers. Where new sheriffs are elected, the taxes 
of the fiscal year in which the election occurs are 
collected by two officers, and it is impossible to tell how much 
revenue is collected by each, only through their reports. 
Where the amount charged against the county is paid up and 
accounted for, it makes no difference; but where a default is 
made, this affice has no means of knowing which of the two 
officers owes the amount unpaid. Consequently, I am at a 
loss to know which to file the suit against, and might be as 
likely to sue the wrong officer as the right one, and do great 
injustice to a good officer and worthy man. There are several 
cases of this kind now being investigated; the amounts in- 
volved, however, are small, varying from twenty-eight to one 
hundred dollars. I suggest, if deemed practicable, that the 
collector commencing the collection of tax of any fiscal year, 
be required to complete the collection and settlement, so that 
one person may be held for the amount due by the county. 
And if this be thought impracticable, then let it be made the 
duty of the retiring officer to take receipts from his successor 
for all taxes remaining unpaid, and be required: to file those 
receipts with the Auditor and County Treasurer. This plan 


was tried under section 11, page 44, Acts 1874 (the Act amend-. 


ing the Act to quiet tax titles), but in few instances only has | 


it been complied with. Something a little more stringent is 
needed. 


RAILROAD TAX. 


A reference to Document “ Q” will show that under the law 
passed at the regular session of 1875, fixing a tax of seventy- 


five dollars per mile on each mile of railroad in the State, the ` 


following roads have paid : New Orleans, St. Louis and Chicago 
Railroad, Vicksburg and Meridian Railroad, the Memphis and 
Charleston Railroad, the Mississippi and Tennessee Railroad, 
the Port Gibson and Grand Gulf Railroad, the West Feliciana 
Railroad. 

The Mobile and Ohio Railroad, the Mobile and Texas Rail- 
road, the Alabama and Chattanooga Railroad, the Ripley Rail- 
road and the Natchez and Jackson Railroad, contest the right 
of the State to collect the tax, claiming exemption by the 
terms of their charters. Proceedings are instituted to test 
these exemptious, which are now pending ; no final result has 
been reached in either case. 


INSURANCE. 


Document “K” shows number of Companies doing business 
in this State. Three new Companies have entered the State, 
and some others have, ih a manner, withdrawn—leaving their 
deposits still in the treasury, but not paying the privilege tax; 
these are mostly life companies, Life companies have almost. 
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ceased doing business in the State, and complain greatly at the 
amount of tax imposed upon them; only four are now doing 
business through agencies in the State. >

This estimate does not include the Porter for Capitol or 
Capitol repairs, and other appropriations that may be necessary 
for extensions and repairs on the various State buildings and 
othér contingent expenses that may arise. I estimate that 
the total appropriations necessary for the year will be in round 
numbers $475,000. 


In closing this report I desire -to return to your honorable . 


body my sincere thanks for the courtesy which you have ex- 
tended me in our Official relations, and the consideration 
which you have given to the suggestions I have had the honor 
to make. I desire also to extend to His Excellency the Gov- 
ernor, and to the heads of Departments of the State Govern- 
ment, and all those connected with the same, my thanks for 
the uniform kindness, éourtesy and promptness with which 
they have responded to all requests for information or advice. 
Our intercourse has been of the most pleasant and agreeable 
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character. Complete harmony of action and a desire to pro- 
mote the public weal, has been the governing rule. No dual ' 
governments, no angry contentions have intervened to provoke 
discord, and the result is, that while other of oursister States 
have been distracted by dissensions, convulsed by revolutions 
and bankrupted by improvident governments, Mississippi is 
quietly and peacefully pursuing the even tenor of her way, 
with a State debt so small that the whole amount could easily 
be liquidated in a single year, her bonds and warrants are at 
par, with currency, in the treasury sufficient to meet all 
present demands. Our State has entered on a career of sub- 
stantial prosperity, well calculated to cheer the hearts of the 
despondent, encourage the hopes of the patriotic, and give 
fresh impetus to all her materia! interests. We should all 
esteem it an honor and feel a just pride in having contributed 
‘our labors to the accomplishment of so magnificient a result, 
accompanied with so much good to our fellow-citizens.
